whilſt at Land, a ſoft and pleaſing 
Sound, from whence unknown 
ſerv'd as a Guide to the Sheep an 
Goats, that at the ſame Time march'd 

and fed together. It was about the 
Time when the Peaſants return 
with their Cattle to the Paſtures in 
the Afternoon, when'Daphnrs, who 

had, plac'd himſelf on a riſing 

Ground for that Purpoſe, beheld 
Chloe at the Head of her Flocks,

by what good Luck ſhe had eſcap'd 
the Hands of ſo many Enemies. 
She recounted every Particular to

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him, from the Beginning to the 


End: As how the Horns of his 
Goats had been incircled with Ivy; 


how her Sheep had howled, and . 'Þþ 


her,own Head been adorn'd with 
a Pine-Garland; of the Fire that 


was ſeen from the Land, and tbe 


Noiſe that was heard at Sea. The 
two different Sounds of the Trum- 
pet, one of Peace, and the other 


rtain har- 
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 motious Melody, unknown from 
Whence, had conducted her home. 
Hereupon Daßhnis, being conſti- 
ous that all This was owing to rhe 
Divine Aſſiſtance of Pan, accord- 
ing to what had been declared to 
bim by the Nymphs whilſt aſleep, 
recounted in like Manner, on his 
Part, to Chloe whatever he had 
ſeen or heard during her Abſence; 
and in particular, that when he was 
ready to have given up the Ghoſt, 
bis Life was preſervd the 
Nymphs. When he had niſh'd 
bis Narration, he difpatch'd Chloe 
to Dryas and Lamon, with Orders 
to prepare every thing that was 
needful to a Sacrifice, whilſt he

arriv'd, he boil'd one Part of the

vited the Company to ſit down, 


and fall too, which they all did ac- 


cordingly; but Daphnzs, during the 


whole Entertainment, had his Eye 
ſtill upon the Flocks, leſt the Wolf, 
falling unawares upon them, ſhou'd- 


commit greater Spoils than the E— 


nemy.

all their Leaves about them. As 
ſoon as they perceiv d him, they 
all roſe up, and aſſiſted him whilſt 
he made his Offerings to the Deity. 
When they had done, they crown d 
their Heads with Leaves of Pine, 
and then making Philotas ſit down 
with them, they return;d again to 
the Table; where, when the old 


Soakers grew a little mellow, they 


began to recount the Occurrences 
of their Youth ; how well they tend- 
ed their Flocks in their younger 


Days; how many Dangers they had 


encounter'd, and how luckily they 
had eſcap'd the Hands of Pirates 
and Free-Booters. One of them 
bragg'd how he had heretofore 
kill d a Wolf; and another, that 


upon the Pipe like him: It Was 
Philetas that gave himſelf that Com- 


mendation; whereupon Daphnis 


and Chloe earneſtly deſir d him to 


give them a Sketch of his Skill, ant 
Fouchſafe to play a little once at a 
Sacrifice perform'd in Honour of 
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Dan, who delighted in the Muſick 
of the. Flute, when touch d with a 
maſterly Hand. Philesas readily 
telded to their Requeſt, tho'; as 
ſaid, Age had made him ſhort- 
breath'd, and apply'd his Fingersto 
2 9 Pipe accordingly; but 
don bund: it too littſe for him 
to ſnhew much of bis Skill upon it, 
it being an Inſtrument proper only 
for a Stripling. Whereupon he 
diſpatch'd in haſte his Son Tityrus 
to his Cottage, about half a League 
diſtant, for his Own.
